HENDERSON STORE DESTROYED 


Postcffke With Mail art Supplies H'e«I L'p 


With the Flames - Cause Sot 


Yet Determined. 


The store of 11. W. Henderson in 
OnjJ Lewisville was destroyed by 
tire at 3 o'clock this lUuruiug. Mr. 
Henderson dues nut know the extent 
of his loss, but be carried insurance to 
the amount of $2,200. 


Mr. Henderson was awakened by a 


neighbor who told him that his store 
at Main and Pleasant streets was on 
tire. Mr. Henderson hastened to the 
scene and 
found the building in 


il'inses. Oue side ivas burning and 
the front was about to blaze when he 
arrived. A glance convinced Mr. Hen- 
derson it would be useless to attempt 
to save the building and stock and as 
Canal Lewisville has no protection 
against tire the building was allowed 
to burn. It had been strongly built 
and hours passed before the heavy 
timbers had burned. 
The tirsl iloor of the building was 


occupied by a stock of general mer- 
chandise, and the second floor was 
used as a wareroom for grain although 
it contained none at the time of the 
nre. 
Soon after the fire was discover- 


ed the interior was a mass of dames. 
A keg of powder exploded, but no one 
was hurt. Oil in a tank aided in the 
destruction of the structure. A great 
many people from the village saw the 
Ere.Mr. Henderson is postmaster at Ca- 
nal Lewis;ili!e. and the office was in 
the store. Government supplies to 
tUe 
amount of - about £45 
were 


destroyed, but the amount of mail in 
the office wa^ not large. 
There was 
no registered mail in the office, and it 
was not a money order postoQice- Ca- 
nal Lewisviile people will for the pres- 
ent secure their mail at the postoflice 
in Cosiiix-ton. 
The Joss iias [not been determined. 


The iioek and building were insured 
for S2.iU0, and 2<J years ago the build- 
! ing was erected at a cost of -3L.300.The 
books are in the safe which fell into 
the cellar but it is not known wheth- 
er they were saved. The safe was 
closed but not locked. If the books 
have been destroyed Mr. Henderson's 
loss will be heavy as he did a credit 
business. 


The cause of the tire is not known. 
In the rear of the store was a room in 
which was stored a quantity of rags. 
A few months ago Eugene Henderson 
discovered ;i '.ag »f n-_rs burning. He 
threw it out. and the incident was 
forgotten. 
Spontaneous combustion 


among the oid rags may have caused 
the fire. Another theory is that rats 
or mice found their way to the match- 
es and the building was fired in that 
manner. 


Mr. 
Henderson has not 
decided 
whether he will rebuild. He has no 
plans for the future.

DENNISON MILL TO GO 


Sut Property Owners Are Endeav- 


oring to Save It 


SUIT AGAINST SHEET STEEL CO. 


for the Ano«3t of Bonus Has ttfm 
COM 


•eaced im the b'oited States Lcurt 


at Cleveland. 


A score or more of property owner*, 


of Denuison began suit * Tuesday in 
the Cnited States circuit court at 
Cleveland against the Lteunisou Roll- 
ing Mill company and the American 
Sheet Steel company, of the United 
Suites Steel corporation, for S20.000. 
Among 
the plaintiffs are Morris 


Moody and M. Dunn, of that town. 
Like Coshocton they hope to get their 
bonus back. 


The grounds set forth for the action 


are that the mill is being dlstnant:ed 
and that preparations tr^ in progress 
to move it away and dispose of the 
property. This action is being taken 
by the company on account of the 
great steel strike now in progress. 
The property owners relate that in 
18^7 they paid to the representatives 
of the Dennison Rolling Mill company 
$20.000 bonus to induce them to set up 
a mill at that place. The agreement 
was that there should be at least SO 
men employed and that the payroll be 
not less than $6,000 a month. 
It was stipulated in this agreement 
that the mill was to be operated regu 
iarlr and that it would not enter into 
any combination for the purpose of 
abandoning the plant or running it at 
intervals. It is claimed that no at- 
tention was paid by the Dennison 
Rolling Mill company to this agree 
mint, for in June 1900. the plant was 
sold to J. Wiley McCaughey, who, in 
turn, transferred it- to the" American 
Sheet Steel company, a branch of the 
steel trust- The mill was closed im- 
mediately and has been idle ever since 
Sow the plant is being removed en 
tirelv. The contributors to the bonus 
ask judgment for §20.000. 
The Dennison Pamyr'tpk says the 


report that people of that town are 
endeavoring to save the mill is a pipe 
dream. It does not believe the mil 
will be moved or is in danger of re- 
moval, but admits the suitT has been 
Hied.

shoes of the men arrested. The tracks 
were measured and fitted the shoes 
exactly." The men were given a hear- 
ing at Atota and their bonds were 
fixed at $5.000. They could not give 
bail and were remanded to jaiL There 
were two men connected with the rob- 
bery who rode away on horseback and 
they have not been captured. 


Postal Clerk Tulley. after straight- 


ening out the registered matter taken 
out of the pouches, said: "There is 
practical}- no loss on the registered 
packages. There was a consignment 
of $4.000 worth of stamps for the post- 
office at Sherman in the pouches that 
were sacked, but these the robbers 
did not disturb." 


Train Signalled to Stop. 


The robbery, which is one of the- 


most daring on record, was commit- 
ted by five men who wore maskm. The 
express car was dynamited, the 
safe wrecked and the mail sacks 
rifled. All the passengers were rob- 
bed of their money. Caney, the place 
where the robbery occurred, is a side- 
track 39 miles north of Denison. It 
is in the Choctaw nation of Indian 
Territory and the population sur- 
rounding the station is very sparse. 
The train does not stop at Caney ex- 
cept on signal, and the proper signal 
was given. The engineer whistled his 
reply to the signal and the train 
slowed down for the stop. The engi- 
neer and fireman were confronted by 
t\vo men whose faces were veiled with 
biack netting. About the same time 
^he-express messenger and the mail 
clerK were commanded to open the 
closed doors of their car. 
Three of 


the robbers shot wildly and then the 
call went to the messenger and clerk: 
"Open up, here; open up, and don't 
be too slow about it." From withia 
came no response. The two men coula 
not be seen. They awaited only the 
result- When there was no reply 


I from within the robbers again called 
{ out. "Open the door or we will blow- 
it open and blow you to helL" Th«re 
was no response to the second call 
and tae firing again began, fully 20 
sho« being discharged. Still there 
was no response to the firing and the 
thr^e men prepared a small blast of 
d;-n2.ru:te against the car door. 


Tt- dynamite blast was exploded. 


It was a small charge and was intend 
eu more for fright than anything else 
A larger blast of dynamite was pre- 
pared and exploded. It tore the side 
off 
the car. The robbers 
leaped 


through the opening and the fngbt 
ened messenger had nothing to do bnt 
accept their orders. He was over 
powered and narrowly escaped being 
torn in shreds, as was his car.

was ordered to open the safe, bnt he 
could not. as the combination was at 
the end of the run.
